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SAC  and  Innis

The  Students'  Administrative  Council  (SAC) 
represents  all  26,000  full-time  undergraduate 
students  at  the  U  of  T.  SAC  is  responsible  for 
providing  campus-wide  services  such  as  pubs, 
concerts,  funding  for  the  Sexual  Education  Cen- 
tre, as  well  as  representing  student  concerns  on 
such  issues  as  tuition  increases.  large  classes, 
campus  safety  and  grading  practices. 

SAC  is  made  up  of  a  Board  of  Directors,  each 
of  whom  is  elected  by  the  students  from  the  in- 
dividual constituencies  on  a  rough  representation 
bv  Do^ulatinn  basis.  For  each  SJK)  students  there 
IS  one  SAC  Uirector.  Innis  College,  with  ap- 
proximately 900  students,  has  two  SAC  Directors 
elected  each  spring  by  Innis  students.  For  the 
year  1981-82.  the  two  Innis  SAC  Directors  are 
Kathleen  Crook  and  Kent  Darling. 

The  SAC  Board,  made  up  of  approximately  60 
Directors,  elects  a  ten  member  Executive  from 
the  Board  following  the  spring  elections.  The 
SAC  President  and  the  two  Vice-Presidents  are 
elected  as  a  ticket,  one  representing  each  of  three 
areas:  a  suburban  campus  student,  a  downtown 
Arts  and  Science  student,  and  a  Professional 
Faculty  student.  The  Executive  is  made  up  of 
representatives  from  many  of  the  various  con- 
stituencies (colleges,  faculties,  etc.).  For  the  past 
five  years,  Innis  has  had  a  representative  on  the 
Executive.  This  year  Kathleen  Crook  is  the  Ex- 
ternal Commissioner. 

So,  Innis  students  have  two  representatives  on 
the  Board,  one  of  whom  is  on  the  Executive. 
How  does  this  benefit  you? 

Kent  and  I  are  both  responsible  for  voicing  In- 
nis students'  concerns  and  points  of  view  on 
various  issues,  from  politics  to  services.  Having 
both  been  at  Innis  for  several  years,  we  have  a 
certain  amount  of  contact  with  Innis  students. 
Our  real  value  comes  in  trying  to  encourage  SAC 
to  provide  those  services  which  our  constituents 
would  like  to  see  offered.  For  example,  if  you 
think  a  typing  service  would  be  useful,  let  us 
know. 

On  many  issues  we  can  determine  how  to  vote 
to  best  represent  you,  but  on  other  issues,  we 
need  your  input.  As  we  are  both  members  of  the 
SAC  Board,  we  are  aware  of  all  the  current 
political  on-goings  and  intrigues.  If  you  feel  very 


strongly  about  a  certain  issue,  please  let  us  know. 
We  can  explain  the  background  of  the  issue,  ex- 
plain why  we  support  a  particular  side  of  an 
argument,  and  express  your  concerns  to  the 
whole  SAC  Board. 

One  of  the  prerequisites  for  good  represen- 
tation of  student  concerns  is  obviously  a 
knowledge  of  them.  Between  Kent  and  myself, 
we  plan  to  consult  the  Innis  College  Student 
Society  (I.C.S.S.)  Executive  and  attend  as  many 
meetings  of  the  I.C.S.S.  Student  Services  Com- 
mittee and  the  I.C.S.S.  Student  Government 
Committee  as  possible,  hopefully  giving  a  SAC 
report  where  necessary  to  l^eep  students  informed  . 
of  SAC's  activities.  Also,  we  will  both  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Innis  College  Council. 

Communication  is  vital.  SAC  Directors  are 
there  to  inform  you  of  what  SAC  events  are  going 
to  take  place,  how  you  can  join  in;  we  can  let  you 
know  what  the  issues  are.  As  well,  we  know  how 
and  where  to  find  certain  useful  information 
-about  things  at  U  of  T. 

SAC  is  a  benefit  to  students  who  wish  to  par- 
take in  such  things  as  concerts,  pubs  and  ski  days. 
SAC  also  has  seven  commissions  which  deal  with 
virtually  all  facets  of  life  at  U  of  T,  from  the 
Women's  Commission  to  the  External  Com- 
mission, which  deals  with  issues  such  as  student 
aid  and  funding.  Students  who  are  not  SAC 
Directors  can  join  the  various  commissions  and 
get  involved  directly  with  SAC's  activities. 

The  important  thing  to  remember  is  that  SAC 
collects  $10.75  from  you  each  year,  and  your 
SAC  Directors  have  a  direct  say  in  the  budgeting 
process  which  allocates  these  funds.  SAC  also  has 
an  office  at  twelve  Hart  House  Circle,  which  has 
free  coffee,  free  phones  and  cheap  pop.  If  you  are 
interested  in  getting  involved,  getting  informed, 
or  getting  better  services,  just  get  a  hold  of  Kent 
or  myself. 

SAC  can  only  effectively  represent  the  students 
and  their  concerns  if  you,  the  student,  let  Kent 
and  I  know  what  your  concerns  are.  If  you  have 
any  complaints  about  what  SAC  is  presently 
doing,  ideas  or  suggestions  about  what  we  should 
be  doing,  or  any  questions  or  comments,  you 
should  Qontact  us,  either  at  Innis  -  we  have

The  role  playing  game  known  as  the  Innis 
College  Student  Society  is  a  rather  redundant  af- 
fair, more  complicated  than  checkers  and  less  in- 
tricate than  Dungeons  and  Dragons.  In  this  far- 
cical charade  I  play  both  the  Vice-President 
(Government)  and  Court  Jester.  I  would  like  to 
think  that  1  supply  both  political  pessimism,  and 
cynical  comic  relief  between  rolls  of  the  dice. 
The  other  members  of  the  executive  are 
delegated  to  organize  sociah  events  iff  ordef*to 
firmly  root  student  identities  in  space-time,  and 
athletic  activities,  to  vent  students'  hostile  reac- 
tions to  their  confined  placements  in  space-time. 

The  role  of  Vice  President  (Government), 
which  is  primarily  a  communicative  one,  entails 
keeping  students  informed  about  all  upcoming 
administrative  atrocities  levied  by  University 
technocrats  and  the  Queen's  Park  regime,  and  to 
organize  reactions  to  these  measures.  However, 
my  assumption  of  this  position  contains  a 
democratic  hypocracy  in  that  I  am  unable  to 
represent  the  views  of  the  majority  within  my 
constituency.  I  am  basing  this  statement  upon 
the  grounds  that  the  measures  which  I  feel  are 
necessary  to  combat  the  university  ad- 
ministration and  the  pompous  Tory  regime  are 
more  flamboyant  than  the  lacklustre  efforts  of 
the  reigning  student  hacks.  It  would  not  be 
democraticallv  justifiable  if  I  were  to  organize 
twenty  over-zealous  dissidents  to  tamper  with 
student  records  in  the  computer  centre  on  behalf 
of  Innis  College.  Facism  of  the  left  is  not  a 
reasonable  response  to  facism  of  the  right, 

The  strong  increase  in  conservatism  at  the 
University  of  Toronto  and  within  Innis  College 
has  coincided  with  the  world  wide  conservative 
revolution.  This  trend  within  the  college  is 
exemplified  by  the  Innis  College  Student 
Society's  steadfast  refusal  to  publicly  denounce 
the  United  States  involvement  in  El  Salvador. 
Personally,  this  decision  indicates  not  only  a 
strengthening  of  the  right  at  Innis  College,  but,  a 
strong  reinforcement  of  the  solipsism  which  has 
become  inherent  in  student  politics.  The  egocen- 
tric view  that  problems  facing  universities  are 
unrelated  to  the  exterior  world  has  recently 
predominated  in  student  politics.  Everything  is 
relative;  if  student  movements  are  to  succeed 
politically  they  must  have  a  wholistic  perception 
of  the  problem. 

Therefore,  my  energies  this  year  will  be  direc- 
ted towards  improving  the  understanding  of  and 
response  towards,  political  issues  which  affect 
students.  I  hope  that  this  approach  will  bring 
some  new  and  unique  moves  and  rules  to  the 
game  of  I.C.S.S. 

Student  organizations  do  not  have  to  be  small 
scale  marionettes  which  mimic  political  realities. 
They  can  be  an  effective  medium  to  demonstrate 
public  disapproval  of  the  reigning  oligarchies. 


Elections

Each  fall,  from  among  the  members  of  the  In- 
nis  College  Student  Society  (ie:  every  Innis 
student  who  has  paid  his/her  Student  Society  fee) 
nine  people  are  elected  to  sit  on  the  Innis  College 
Council. 

The  Innis  College  Council  is  a  parity  council 
(equal  student/non-student  representation) 
which  is  the  governing  body  of  Innis  College.  It 
consists  of  22  student  members  and  22  non- 
student  members.  Of  the  22  students  who  sit  on 
Council,  nine  are  elected  in  the  spring,  nine  are 
elected  in  the  fall,  and  four  are  ex-officio  mem- 
bers (President,  Vice-President  Govt,  and 
Treasurer  of  the  I.C.S.S.  and  the  President  of 
SAC).  The  Innis  College  Council  meets  once  a 
month.  Most  of  the  real  work  of  Council  is  done 
at  the  committee  level.  There  are  six  committees 
of  Council  which  meet  between  once  every  two 
weeks  to  once  a  month,  depending  on  the  nature 
of  the  business  at  hand.  Members  of  council  are 
required  to  sit  on  at  least  one  committee  and  to 
attend  all  meetings.  The  committees  of  Council 
are:  Academic  Affairs,  Admissions  and  Awards, 
Committee  on  Counselling,  House,  Reading 
Room,  and  Residence.  The  committees  deal, 
within  their  own  boundaries,  with  all  issues  per- 
taining to  Innis  College.  As  well,  student  mem- 
bers of  Council  are  required  to  attend  the  bi- 
monthly meetings  of  the  Student  Government 
Committee. 

Becoming  a  member  of  the  Innis  College 
Council  can  be  an  interesting  and  rewarding  ex- 
perience. Nominations  for  the  9  seats  on  Council 
open  September  14  and  close  September  25. 
Elections  will  be  held  October  6  and  7.  In- 
terested students  (first  year  students  need  not  be 
shy)  can  find  out  more  information  and  pick  up 
nomination  forms  in  the  I.C.S.S.  office  (Rm.  116). 

The  Innis  College  Student  Society  is  the  gover- 
ning student  body  of  Innis  College,  separate 
from  Council.  It  handles  the  distribution  of 
student  society  fees  via  the  ser\  ices  it  provides  to 
Innic  students.  It's  executive  and  officers  are  elec- 
ted every  spring  for  a  one  year  term.  This  fall, 
there  are  two  vacant  positions  which  need  to  be 
filled  -  Social  Rep.  and  Farm  Rep. 

The  Social  Rep.  is  responsible  for  organizing 
and  running  the  monthly  Innis  parties.  The 
Farm  Rep.  is  responsible  for  organizing  "Farm 
Weekends"  as  well  as  attending  meetings  of  the 
Harold  Innis  Foundation.  Both  positions  are 
open  to  all  members  of  the, I.C.S.S.  Nomination 
forms  will  be  available  in  Rm.  116  starting  Sep- 
tember 14.  Nominations  close  September  25.  The 
elections  for  these  positions  will  be  held  October 
6  and  7. 

Note:  The  acclamations  from  last  spriag  have 
been  declared  invalid.  Therefore,  elections  for 
these  nine  seats  on  Council  viill  be  held  on  Sep- 
tember 22  and  23.  The  nominees  are:
